BY - LAWS OF 
ASTORIA SESQUICENTENNIAL, INC. 


Astoria, Oregon 


ARTICLE I. 


BOARD OF DIRECTORS 


This association shall be governed by a board of seven directors, 
which number can be increased or decreased by the board of directors, 
who shall be citizens of good character and residents of the United 
States of America, and who shall serve for the duration of the corpora- 
tion, or until their successors, if the office is vacated, have been 
duly elected. Four directors shall constitute a quorum to transact 
the business of the association. No director shall be required to 
take an oath of office. 


ARTICLE II. 
FILLING VACANCIES IN BOARD 


The boarda directors shall have the power and authority to fill 
a vacancy in the board of directors caused by death, resignation, 
inability to act, or otherwise, by the majority vote of any lawful 
meeting of the board of directors at which a quorum is present. 


ARTICLE III, 
DUTIES OF THE OFFICERS OF THE BOARD 


That the directors shall elect from their membership a president, 
vice-president, secretary and treasurer. The duties of all of those 
officers are as follows: 


PRESIDENT: The duties of the president shall be to preside at 
all meetings of the directors and membership meetings, and he shall 
be the general chairman of all the activities of this association. 


VICE PRESIDENT: The duties of the vice president shall be to 
carry out the duties of the president in the absence or inability 
of the president. 


SECRETARY: The duties of the secretary shall be to keep the 
minutes of all of the membership meetings and the board of director's 
meetings and have said minutes in his possession at all meetings and 
available upon call. It shall also be his duty to keep a roster of 
all members of the association and to see that said members or the 
directors are notified of each meeting they are to attend. The 
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secretary shall also have the duty of carrying on any necessary 
correspondence of the corporation. 


TREASURER: It shall be the duty of the treasurer to receive and 
deposit all money and carefully care for all stocks, bonds or 
other valuable assets of the association in such a manner as the 
board of directors shall from time to time prescribe. 


It shall also be the duty of all of the above named officers 
to perform such other duties as may from time to time be required 
by the board of directors. 


ARTICLE IV, 
MEMBERSHIPS 


Memberships in the corporation may be granted by the action of 
the board of directors to any person. Such members, unless a 
director in the corporation, shall not be entitled to vote in any 
matter involving the transaction of business of or operation of 
the corporation, but shall serve in an advisory capacity to the 
board of directors. This provision does not preclude a member from 
voting on any matter when requested to do so by the board of 
directors in his advisory capacity. 


The membership of the advisory group of the board of directors 
may be expanded or reduced at any time and as needed by the board 
of directors. 


ARTICLE V. 


POWER OF THE BOARD TO MAKE 
CONTRACTS 


The board, among its general powers granted herein and in the 
articles of the corporation, shall specifically have the power and 
authority to make any necessary contracts or enter into any agree- 
ments which may be required to promote the purpose of the corporation. 

ARTICLE VI. 
DISBURSEMENTS 

Any disbursements or expenditures of this corporation will be by 
check or other document in writing and signed by two of the three 
persons holding offices as president, secretary and treasurer. 

ARTICLE VIL. 
MEETINGS 
Meetings will be held upon the call of the board of directors. 


They may give notice of such meetings in any manner which they deter- 
mine to be proper. 


ARTICLE VIII. 
MODIFICATION OF BY-LAWS 
The board of directors shall have the power and authority 


at any meeting to amend, change or modify any of the by-laws 
of this association. 


These by-laws were ratified and adopted on the day 


of April, 1960.
